morning after a storm 
knocked out power to several

Hospital Administrator 
Neil Whipkey said auxiliary 
power kicked on for approx- 
imately 25 minutes and then 
went down. 

"It had the potential for 
being an emergency situa- 
tion," said Mr. Whipkey, "but 
fortunately it wasn't."

Pahokee while Glades 


General was without power, 
but Mr. Whipkey said that 
was the only problem they 
had during that time. 
Florida Power and Light 
officials are still looking into 
the cause of the auxiliary 
power failure and it is 
believed the cause may have 
been a faulty circuit breaker.

~ The Great American Circus 
_ performed at two packed shows 
Monday night in Belle Glade 
and delivered what they called 
"miles of smiles",to area 
children viewing their first 
three ring circus. 

The animals and the circus, 
which travels year-round from 
Miami to Maine and sets up in 
298 cities was met by animal 
rights activists from West 
Palm Beach. 

About a dozen members of 
the Animal Rights Foundation 
of Florida carried signs saying 
the circus was the "Cruelest 
Show on Earth' and "Stop the 
Elephant Killers' 


The Federal Government 
refuses to acknowledge that 
former U.S. Attorney Dexter 
Lehtinen lacked a client and 
failed to follow the law when he 
filed the  three-year-old 
Everglades lawsuit, according 
to officials with the Florida 
Sugar Cane League. 

This failure could jeopardize 
the future of the Everglades 
Settlement Agreement, 
according to the League, and 
cause the lawsuit to be 
dismissed. 

"We have waited for more 
than a year and made repeated 
requests to the federal 
government to show the public 
that Мг; Lehtinen in fact had 
received proper authorization 
to initiate the lawsuit,” said 
William Earl, attorney for the 
League. "We have now received 
а 29-page diatribe from them in 
which they simply thumb their 
noses at our request and have, 
in effect, told us they don't 
need to show us their 
authority." 

According to Earl, all lawyers 
must have a client who gives 
them authorization to file civil 
lawsuits. Lawyers, including 
the U.S. Attorney, cannot

Nanci Alexander, president of 


the ARF, said she believed 
their presence made a 
difference. 

"We made them stop and 
think," she said. "We feel 
successful. We had more people 
turn away here than we have 
had at bigger circus'," she 
added. 

Scot Kannel, director of the 
Glades Area Association.for 
Retarded Citizens, the group 
which sponsored the circus, 
said he didn't appreciate the 
animal rights activists tactics 
and the way they spoke to the 
children trying to get into the 
event. 4

simply initiate the action on 
their own. "We can find no case 
anywhere in ће United States 
in which another U.S. Attorney 
initiated an action under 
similar circumstances,” Earl 
said. 

The Florida Sugar Cane 
League, which represents more 
than 80 percent of Florida's 
sugar farmers, filed a request 
in Federal District Court last 
December asking the 
government to make public the 
authority under which the 
acting U.S. Attorney filed the 
Everglades lawsuit against the 
State of Florida. 

Federal administrative rules 
require that the department 
which has jurisdiction, in this 
case the Department of the 
Interior, hold hearings to 
determine if harm was caused 
to the-Everglades which would 
warrant a civil lawsuit. If the 
hearing determined a problem 
existed, then a formal request 
would have to be made to the 
Department of Justice. From 
there, the U.S. Attorney's office 
in Miami would file the suit. 

The Florida Sugar Cane 
League says no hearings were

I have systemic lupus erythematosus Okan 
When the doctor told me that I had a chronic, 
incurable, potentially fatal disease of the 
immune system which could cause my body to 
slowly self-destruct, I went-into a panic. Since e 
then I have learned that with proper treatment 
most lupus patients can live a normal lifespan.

Lupus is.not contagious, and it is not cancer. 
In lupus the immurfé system, which is suppose 
to protect the body against environmental and 
infectious agents, turns, against itself and 
attacks and destroys healthy tissue. . 

Although lupus is not a well known disease, it. 
is more prevalent than muscular dystrophy, 
cerebral palsy, multiple sclerosis, leukemia, and 7 
cystic fibrosis. It. is more widespread among  : 
black women than sickle cell anemia, Lupus 
affects all races, age groups, socio-economic ` ; 
groups, and both sexes. However, ninety percent : 
of lupus patients are women, with the usual age 
of onset being between 16 and 30. 

Without treatment even a mild case of lupus 
may become life-threatening, as it attacks 
internally, damaging or destroying any organ 
which is targeted. More than 6,000 people die 
from lupus each year. 

Symptoms vary but can include joint pain, 
muscle aches, skin rash, photosensitivity, hair 
loss, inflammation of the membranes around the 
heart or lungs, anemia, fatigue, blood 
abnormalities, kidney involvement, and others. 

I found that with lupus I could look healthy 
and well, even when I was very ill. This paradox 
caused misunderstandings among relatives and ~ 
friends, who could not understand how I could 
be ill and look so well.*I have found that many 
lupus patients fee isolated and alone because of 
the lack of understanding they encounter. 

In №84 I founded the L.E. Support Club, a 
andes non-profit organization dedicated to 
bringing help and understanding to lupus 
patients. The І.Е. Support Club publishes a 
newsletter, the L.E. BEACON, which prints up- 
to-date, informative articles on the subjects 
which are important to lupus patients. The cost 
of printing the newsletter is paid for by the tax 
deductible dues and contributions of members 
and concerned friends.
